Then followed an able and eloquent 
address on “finglish in the Schools,” 
by Mr. W. tea, B.A, Mr, Rea point- 
€a out that Yo per cent of pupils do 
not get peyond che pubiic school, and 
a large majority eurn their living 
by manuat work. [t was not the 
function of schouls to give technical 
training, out they could irain the~ 
mina and heart. The progress of the 
human race depended on intellectual

address 


pursuits. Most of mankind had con- 
siderable leisure and it was lmpor- 
tant that this should be spent in 


intellectual improvement, in reading. 
The reading should be of the best 
class, not transient fiction, Dut 
books of permanency and profit. The 
schools should develop a taste for 
our English classics, for it will not 
be acquired afterwards. The paper 
dealt also with rhetoric amd essay- 
writing in the schools. The speaker 
strongly opposed skeleton-anatysis 
of Hterature selections, and the [for- 
mal teaching of literature. 

The paper was discussed by Messrs. 
McCaig, Bartlett and Jenkins. 

Miss McRae took up the subject of 
school offences. The paper 
with the treatment of such offences 
as irregularity, lack of punctuality, 
neglect of thome-work, copying, ly- 
ing, Impure language, etc. The pa- 
per discussed individual difficulties m 
a most practical and helpful man- 
ner. 

One of the most interesting) pa- 
pers of the session was “An Flour 
Outdoors,” by Miss Brown of Agri- 
cola. 

Miss Brown described an sur 
spent by her with her pupils in vis-

The nests of the matiard, 
crow, partridge, robin, diver and 
ground-bird were examined. The pu- 


pils took great interest in this ex- 
cursion, and were required to des- 
eribe their observations. The result 
of such work is that pupils lose the 
inclination to kill and destroy the 
animal life around them. 

The last paper of the afternoon 
session was read by Mr. J. L. O’- 
Grady on “The Function and Opera- 
tion of Rural School Grounds.” Mr« 
O’Grady dealt with the benefits de- 
rived from the planting of trees, and 


the cultivation of plants in school 
grounds. In this way pupils acquired

Well, fe 
admitted it; he had taken the port- 
folio of Minister of Education from 
choice, and since he had assumed the 
responsibilities he had received plen- 
ty of applications to Share it with 
him, from all provinces from Prince 
Edward [sland to the Pacific coast. 
The reason that Ontario journals 
were so Yond of saying that affairs 
in Alberta were at a crisis was that 
we had taken the cream of their 
teachers to teach the -Alberta Boy. 
He was Provincial Treasurer as well 
as Minister of Education and would 
not see the Department of Education 
atarved. The day had arrived when 
3dditional encouragement should be 
given to high schools and steps would 
soon be taken to establish a Provin- 
cial University, which he expected{the 
Dominion Government wouid also 
atd. The Normal Sckool would be in- 
augurated immediately after the new 
year.

While the feader of the Alberta, 
Conservatives is two wily and too 
wordy to be led into any such defin- 
ite statement of his policy on the 
school question, His utterances 
aré quite as capable of this 
as of any other construction and 
until Mr. Bennett chooses to inform 
the people of the Province what his 
policy is we shall [feel justified in sup- 
posing that the Conservativecandidate 
for Edmonton has inadvertently giv- 
en away the purpose of the party to 
which be belongs. : 

It is quite understandable why Ai- 
berta Conservatives should desire to 


create the conditions which would 
force the question of remedia! leg- 


islation on the Federal Government. 
When the autonomy bills were before 
the Federat House it became speedi- 
ly apparent that the course of the 
Government had prevented the ep 
position taking a politically profitable 
stand on the school question. But 
for years the Federal Opposition had 
centred their hopes on the school 
question of the North-West as an 
opportunity for party success. Their 
tariff policy had proved ineffeciive, 
their railway policy a fiasco. There 
remained only the hope that in the 
erection of the new Provinces cendi- 
tions should be created which would 
antagonize the public mind and en- 
able the opposition to gain through 
the misfortunes of their opponents 
what they could not accomplish by 
their own efforts . 

But the decision of the Gevernment 
to coniinue the system which the 
people of the West had created blast- 
ed this hope so far as the Federal 
Conservatives were concerned. Di- 
vided among: themselves, 
with the eminent fairness and reas- 
onableness of the settlement, and 
confounded by the verdicts in Edmon- 
ton, Londen and Oxford, they gave 
up the hope of years and relegated to 
the Western Conservatives the duty 
of creating such cendiiions as 
would work to the disadvan- 
tage of the Federal Government and 
in consequence forward the interests 
of the Conservative party in Feder- 
al affairs.

W. F. Yockshutt, Conservative M- 
P., for Brantford, in the Dominion 
Parliament, spo®e at High River on 
behalf of the C. P. R. leader, He 
vas good enough to advise the elec- 
tors to become enraged because the 
Western school sysetm has been 
preserved.
